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State Planning How 
To Re-Open Schools This Fall 


By SCOTT JACKSON 

Gov. Charlie Baker said 
it is critically important 
that Massachusetts students 
are able to return to school 
in the fall after they spent 
much of the spring learning 
from home because of the 
coronavirus pandemic. 

Speaking at a May 27 
press -conference in East 
Boston, Baker said it is im- 
portant that students, who 
have been kept out of class- 
rooms since March, be able 
to return in the fall. The 
governor said Jeff Riley, 
the state’s commissioner of 
elementary and secondary 
education, has put together a 


team to determine how best 
to re-open schools amid the 
pandemic. 

“There are schools all 


over the world that are open. - 


While I certainly think a lot 
of those school systems and 
school districts and coun- 
tries have done some pretty 
collaborative and imagina- 
tive things, I certainly be- 
lieve we have the ability 
here to do imaginative and 
creative things that are safe 
for kids and faculty and ad- 
ministrators as well,” Baker 
said when asked about re- 
opening schools. 
“Commissioner Riley has 
a fairly large team he has put 


together that represents a lot 
of points of view to start 
working through this issue. 
I feel terrible — and I know 
almost everybody does - 
about how much school our 
kids lost as a result of this 
pandemic and I think we all 
believe it is critically impor- 
tant to do all we can to make 
sure they don’t lose another 
half year or God forbid lon- 
ger than that.” 

“There are a-lot of kids 
for whom school is a really 
important part of their life 
for reasons that go beyond 
academics,” the governor 
added. “I think we really 
need to work hard to make 
sure we come up with a 


workable plan.” 

When asked what the 
plan might entail, Baker 
said it would be too soon to 
say because it is still being 
worked out. He added that 
it is important for the plan 
to be released well ahead of 
the start of the new school 
year. . 
“This isn’t the sort of 
thing that anybody thinks 
you can present to people on 
Aug. 20 and think that’s go- 
ing to be particularly help- 
ful,” Baker said. “People 
know that this is something 
people need to see and start 
thinking about and have a 
chance to kick the tires on 
sooner rather than later.” 


Firefighters Battle Pair Of House Fires

Quincy firefighters 
fought a pair of house fires 
within hours May. 22nd - 
one in Houghs Neck and 
one in North Quincy — that 
displaced at least 10 resi- 
dents. 

Neither fire was consid- 
ered suspicious, according 
to Deputy Fire Chief Timo- 
thy Burchill, and no injuries 
were reported. 

Firefighters were called 
‘to the single-family home at 


25 Peterson Rd. in Houghs - 


Neck around 10 p.m. on 
May 22, Burchill said. The 
fire began in a deck area 
in the front left part of the 
house and extended into the 
walls. 

The family living inside 
the house was already out- 
side before fighters arrived. 

The first firefighters who 
responded to the scene had 
issues drawing water from 
temporary hydrants in the 
area, Burchill stated, but 
were able to knock down 
the fire in about 20 minutes 
once they were able to tap 
into the hydrants. 

Engine 6 and Ladder | 
remained on scene after the 
fire was knocked down as a 
precautionary measure. 

The fire on Peterson 
Road caused an estimated 
$50,000 in damage. Bur- 
chill on May 27 said he was 
uncertain if the cause of that 
fire had been determined but

said did not appear suspi- 
cious. 

The second fire was re- 
ported on Holmes’ Street in 
North Quincy at 11:30 p.m., 
Burchill said. The fire began 
in the rear of 69 Holmes St., 
an unoccupied multi-family 
residence, and then spread 
to 67 Holmes St., another 
multi-family residence. 

The 10 occupants living 
at 67 Holmes St. made it out 
safely and were given con- 
tact information for the Red 
Cross. 

The fire on Holmes 
Street went to three alarms, 
Burchill said, and two lad- 
der companies from Boston 
assisted Quincy firefighters 
on scene. The scene was 
cleared by 3 a.m. 

Burchill said the Holmes 
Street fire caused an esti- 
mated $300,000 to $400,000 
in damage. 

The state Fire Marshal’s 
Office was called to the 
scene to help investigate the 
Holmes Street fire; Burchill 
said. He stated the damage 
was too extensive to deter- 
mine how the fire started, 
but it was not considered 
suspicious. : 

Burchill credited the fire- 
fighters for their efforts to 
put out the two fires on May 
22 and noted several of the 
35 new firefighters the city 
hired earlier this year were 
on duty that evening. 

“They all performed very 
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well, very professionally,” 
Burchill said. “That there 
were no injuries is a feather 
in their cap.” 

In addition, the city’s two 
new firetrucks — Rescue 1 
and Ladder 2 — responded 
to both scenes. Burchill said 


their performance was out- 
standing, adding that Lad- 
der 2 — a tiller truck the city 
purchased for its ability to 
navigate tight streets — “got 
into position with no prob- 
lems at all.”

We must remember that our own 
neighborhood businesses make decisions based on what is 
best for our community and not Wall Street investors. They 
fulfill our needs and wants by listening and understanding 
our culture. 

For every business that survives only makes our commu- 
nity stronger with investment into jobs and supporting our 
real estate values. By showing support we continue to make 
our great community stronger and a desirable place to live. 

Over the last 30 years Quincy has changed organically 
with diversity within our neighborhoods and culture of the 
businesses. With these changes the one thing that has stayed 
true is strong family values and caring for our neighbors. To 
maintain this culture of good will we must support our local 
merchants and service providers. 

We can start by supporting our restaurants. Many of their 
workers have felt the brunt of this crisis. Just look for any 
local owned shop beauty services, barber shops, speciality 
food shops, any type of service providers. Spend the time 
seeking out locally owned convenience stores, gas stations, 
or dry cleaners for example. We must with good conscience 
support our merchants even if the cost is a couple more 
quarters. This support will pay dividends to our community 
in the long run. 

If we all make an effort patronizing local establishments 
our community can become an even stronger community to 
live in. Quincy has reached such great heights as a commu- 
nity! Let’s not stop now. 

For all our neighbors who have been fortunate enough to 
experience no interruption of income working at big corpo- 
rations or for the government please make a concerted effort 
to help our local businesses and keep our community strong. 
This support can only have a trickle up effect reaching all 
parts of society both financially and morally. 

Let’s show other communities why Quincy is the desired 
community to live in and will be for generations to come.

BBB Scam Alert: Student Debt Forgiveness — For A Fee?

Navient has more than 

10 million student loan cli- 
ents and recently settled a 
student loan forgiveness 
lawsuit. The results of the 
settlement won’t affect what 
individual borrowers owe. 
However, scammers were 
quick to notice this news 
item and are now targeting 
borrowers with false claims 
of debt forgiveness - for a 
fee. Here’s what you need 
to know. 
How the Scam Works 


You receive a call from’ 


a person claiming to repre- 
sent Navient. They explain 
that as a part of the lawsuit 
settlement, your student 
debt is partially or com- 
pletely forgiven. Of course, 
you'll need to confirm your 
personal information and 
pay a fee to “transfer” the 


debt from Navient to “the 
Department of Education” 
or another official-sounding 
organization: These claims 
are based on actual proce- 
dures you may in fact qual- 
ify for, but this unsolicited 
caller is not working in an 
official capacity or related 
to any of the organizations 
cited in the call. 

The caller explains the 


_ fees necessary, usually on a 


monthly basis, then request 
either debit or credit card 
information. Then, they will 
begin making withdrawals 
according to the payment 
plan you agreed to. Many 
consumers notice something 
is wrong when their Navient 
loan payment continues to 
be required, even after set- 
ting up payments with the 
new company. 

Navient customers will 
not receive a phone call of-

- * Don’t. take unsolic- 
ited callers at their word. 


Remember that legitimate 
businesses and government 
offices do not call people 
without their permission. If 
you receive a call out of the 
blue, don’t be quick to give 
out your personal informa- 
tion, even if the caller offers 
you a great deal. 

¢ When in doubt, hang 
up. If you aren’t sure about 
a caller and their claims, ask 
for a call back number, hang 
up, and do your research. A 
little digging will usually 
reveal if you were speaking 
with a legitimate company 
or not. 

* Visit official websites 
to learn about loan for- 
giveness. You can find out 
more about whether you 
qualify for loan forgiveness 
by visiting the Federal Stu- 
dent Aid website and Navi- 
ent’s official website.

A three-alarm fire that ravaged a condemned building in 
the Quincy Point business district has ignited a city council- 
lor’s battle against the slumlord. 

Ward Two Councillor Clifford H. Marshall introduced 
an order enforcing strict penalties against property owners 
failing to take prompt action clearing condemned buildings. 

Marshall was one of hundreds of witnesses at the three- 
alarm fire, which razed a condemned three-story structure 
on Washington Street.

Under Marshall’s order a $1,000 
fine would be imposed on property owners who allow their 
property to deteriorate to standards unfit for human occu- 
pancy.

Nationwide, more than 
8,300 people died in crashes 
involving teen drivers from 
2008 to 2018 during the 
“100 Deadliest Days,” the 
period between Memorial 
Day and Labor Day. That’s 
more than seven people a 
day each summer.

combination of 
closed, activities 
curtailed, summer jobs can- 
celed, and COVID-19 re- 
strictions being lifted, could 
prove deadly as teens take 
to the road this summer. 
AAA recommends that now 
is a good time for parents 
to both model safe driving 
behaviors and help ensure 
their teens practice them 
too. 

“The last decade of crash 
data show shows that teens 

continue to be over-repre- 


sented in crashes and sum- 
mertime marks an increase 
of fatal crashes for this age 
group,” said Mary Magu- 
ire, director of Public and 
Legislative Affairs at AAA 
Northeast.

RMV Implementing Further Extensions 
To Expiring Licenses, Permits, Plates 


The Massachusetts Reg- 
istry is implementing fur- 
ther extensions to the re- 
newal timelines for expiring 
motor vehicle inspection 
stickers, passenger plate 
registrations, professional 
credentials, and driver’s 
licenses and learner’s per- 
mits, including Commercial 
Driver’s Licenses and Com- 
mercial Learner’s Permits 
(CDLs / CLPs). 

The RMV previously an- 
nounced extensions for most 
credentials, passenger plate 
registrations and inspection 
stickers expired or expiring 
in March, April, and May. 
Now the RMV will provide 
an additional extension to 
those credentials and an ex- 
tension to some credentials 
expiring in June, July, and 
August. 

These extensions repli- 
cate the ongoing measures 
the RMV has taken to re- 
duce the need for customers 
to physically visit an RMV 
Service Center or one of its 
business partners’ facilities, 
allowing for ‘social-distanc- 
ing’ by decreasing non-es- 
sential travel and customer 
volume. Additional, longer- 
term extensions will also 
allow the RMV to ensure 
‘social-distancing’  guide- 
lines are met as demand for 
in-person service and re- 
newals resumes during the 
Commonwealth’s reopening 
phases. 

The new changes to ex- 
piration extensions will be 
in effect as follows: 

¢ Driver’s licenses and 
ID cards, including Com- 
mercial Driver’s Licenses 
(CDLs), that expired or will 
expire in March, April, and 
May 2020, will now expire 
in September 2020 and do 
not need to be renewed at 
this time. Driver’s licenses 
and ID cards that will ex- 
pire in June have been ex- 
tended until October 2020, 
those that will expire in July 
have been extended until 
November 2020, and those 
that will expire in August 
have been extended until 


December 2020 and do not 
need to be renewed at this 
time. The specific expira- 
tion date typically coincides 
with an individual’s birth 
date. Customers holding 
an RMV credential marked 
“Limited-Term” that has ex- 
pired or will expire between 
March 1 and August 31, 
2020 should visit Mass.gov/ 
RMV for more information 
and to check the validity of 
their credential. The RMV 
also recently introduced an 
online renewal option for 
CDL holders if they are self- 
certified in the Non-Except- 
ed Interstate (NI) category 
for medical certification. 

¢ Learner’s permits, 
including Commercial 
Learner’s Permits (CLPs), 
that expired or will expire 
in March, April, and May 
2020, will now expire in 
December 2020. Learner’s 
permits that will expire in 
June, July, and August will 
also be extended until De- 
cember 2020. This exten- 
sion will allow additional 
time for permit students and 
driving schools to complete 
in-car instruction and a road 
test when those functions 
are authorized to re-start 
safely. 

Road tests for CDLs are 
still being conducted dur- 
ing the State of Emergency. 
Massachusetts State Police 
manage CDL road tests 


,and require anyone taking a 


CDL road test to bring and 
wear a face covering for the 
entirety of the road test. 

¢ In accordance with 
updated guidance from the 
Federal Motor Carrier Safe- 
ty Administration (FMC- 
SA), all CDL Medical Cer- 
tificates expiring between 
March | and May 31, 2020, 
have previously been ex- 
tended until June 30, 2020 
and no additional extension 
will be applied. However, 
all CDL Medical Certifi- 
cates expiring between June 
1 and August 31 have been 
extended until September 
30, 2020 and do not need 
to be renewed at this time. 


Extensions to CDL Medical 
Certificates are intended to 
prevent license downgrades 
and elective medical visits, 
as well as alleviate demand 
on medical providers, dur- 
ing the State of Emergency. 

¢ The annual motor ve- 
hicle safety and emissions 
inspection stickers that 
have expired or will expire 
in March, April, and May 
2020 have been extended 
until July 31, 2020. No ad- 
ditional extensions will be 
applied, and inspection sta- 
tions are open at their dis- 
cretion within the public 
health guidelines to perform. 
this work. 

¢ All passenger plate reg- 
istrations that have expired 
or will expire in March, 
April, and May 2020 have 
been extended until July 31, 
2020. The RMV has also ap- 
plied a 30-day extension to 
registrations that expire in 
June, which will now expire 
on July 31, 2020. Registra- 
tion renewals can continue 
to be performed online at 
Mass.Gov/RMV during this 
time. 

* All school bus, school 
pupil (7D), and bus registra- 
tions that will expire in June 
have been extended 30 days 
until July 2020. Professional 
credentials for School Bus 
Certificates, School Pupil 
Transport Licenses (7D), 
Inspector Licenses, Inspec- 
tion Station Licenses, Driv- 
ing Instructor Licenses and 
Driving School Licenses 
that have expired or will 
expire in March, April, and 
May 2020 have previously 
been extended until 90 days 
after the State of Emergen- 
cy is lifted. The RMV has 
added June expirations to 
the previous extension and 
professional credentials that 
expire in June have 90 days 
after the State of Emergency 
is lifted to renew.

Social Security Matters 
Are Social Security 


And Medicare Running 
Out Of Money?

Dear Rusty: I have been hearing reports that Social Se- 
curity and Medicare will run out of money by 2035 and will 
only pay approximately 75% of benefits. First, is that frue 
about Social Security? And second, will they reduce ben- 
efits to people who are already on it or just the new people 
signing up? Signed: Worried about the Future 

Dear Worried: The financial difficulties facing both So- 
cial Security and Medicare are well known by those of us 
who work with these programs every day, and Congress is 
equally and acutely aware of the issues. But Social Security 
and Medicare are two entirely separate programs which re- 
quire two entirely separate answers. 

Let’s discuss Social Security (SS) first. The SS Trust 
Fund now has about $2.9 trillion dollars in assets. These are 
reserves accumulated from past revenues which exceeded 
the cost of providing past benefits to recipients of Social Se- 
curity. That seems like a lot of money but starting this year 
(2020) Social Security will need to use some of those re- 
serves to pay full benefits. That’s because benefits paid out 
to recipients in 2020 will be more than the money coming 
in (this was expected even before the pandemic exacerbated 
the problem). And that trend will continue, and worsen, as 
we go forward in time. Without Congressional action, the 
SS Trust Fund reserves will be exhausted in 2035. And 
unless Congress acts before then to increase SS revenue 
and/or reduce SS expenses, when the Trust Fund is dry an 
across-the-board cut in benefits will affect everyone. That’s 
because with the Trust Fund empty, Social Security can only 
pay out as much money as it receives in revenue and it’s 
currently estimated that, in 2035, that will result in a cut 
of 21% for everyone. Sadly, the actions needed to correct 
Social Security’s financial issues are well known; what’s 
missing is bipartisan cooperation in Congress to implement 
the changes needed. 

There.is no doubt that Social Security needs reform to 
be able to sustain full benefits for future generations and, 
hopefully, Congress will step forward soon to make those 
changes. Historically, any changes made to Social Security 
do not affect those who are already collecting benefits (it 
would be political suicide to do that), but rather will apply 
to future beneficiaries (much more palatable politically). Of 
course, that cannot be guaranteed but, if history is our guide, 
changes will eventually be made which shore up Social Se- 
curity’s finances, and those changes will affect only those 
who are not yet eligible to collect benefits. 

As for Medicare, part of the FICA payroll taxes paid by 
every American worker includes an amount (1.45%) to pay 
for Medicare Part A (hospitalization) coverage for Medicare 
beneficiaries. Any excess collected goes into an “HI Trust 
Fund” reserved for paying Medicare Part A expenses. Ac- 
cording to latest ‘reports the HI Trust Fund is projected to 
run dry in about 2026 at which point, theoretically, only 
hospital expenses equal to revenue could be paid. 

Medicare Part B coverage (for doctors and other outpa- 
tient services) is paid for from two sources — one source 
is the monthly premiums which are paid by every Part B 
beneficiary, and the other source is the Government’s Gen- 
eral Treasury (which picks up the difference between what 
is collected in Part B premiums and what is needed to pay 
healthcare expenses). Similarly, it’s expected that the Gov- 
ernment will shore up Medicare Part A as needed when the 
time comes (which it has in the past). So, while Medicare is 
clearly under a lot of financial stress from the ever-increas- 
ing cost of healthcare, it’s highly doubtful that the program 
is in any danger going away. More probably, Congress will 
look to cut the program’s expense structure, which would 
affect medical service providers more than individuals.

Economic Impact Payments 
Via Mailed Debit Cards 


The U.S. Department of 
the Treasury is now mailing 
Economic Impact Payments 
(EIP) in the form of prepaid 
debit cards. 

Most Americans already 
received their EIP either by 
direct deposit to their bank 
account or in the form of a 
mailed check. However, the 
debit cards are being sent to 
some consumers for whom 
the IRS did not have bank 
account information on file. 
The Treasury announced 
that this method 
them to provide the money 
“efficiently and securely” to 
eligible recipients. 

Consumers have con- 
tacted the Better Business 
Bureau (BBB), thinking 
these cards may be a scam. 
One consumer reported 
their concern on BBB Scam 
Tracker saying, “The letter 
states this is our Economic 
Impact Payment card and 


allows 


has a Department of the 
Treasury seal on the letter. 
Included is a prepaid debit 
card... it is being sent to us 
on behalf of the US De- 
partment of the Treasury in 
place of a paper check. This 
has to be a scam! We would 
appreciate it if you would 
check into this for us and 
others.” 

Rest assured, the IRS is, 
indeed, sending out prepaid 
debit cards. The IRS web- 
site states, “Some payments 
may be sent on a prepaid 
debit card known as The 
Economic Impact Payment 
Card. The Economic Impact 
Payment Card is sponsored 
by the Treasury Depart- 
ment’s Bureau of the Fiscal 
Service, managed by Money 
Network Financial, LLC 
and issued by Treasury’s fi- 
nancial agent, MetaBank®, 
N.A.” | 

Consumers do, however, 


need to be vigilant to ensure 
that the card they receive is 
legitimate, and to be on the 
lookout for scams. 

Tips on how to recog- 
nize a legitimate EIP card: 

¢ It will arrive in a plain 
envelope with the return ad- 
dress of “Money Network 
Cardholder Services.” 

¢ The Visa® name will 
appear on the front of the 
card; the back of the card 
has the name of the issuing 
bank, MetaBank®, N.A. 

¢ The welcome kit ex- 
plains more about the EIP 
card. Please go to ElPcard. 
com for more information 
and to see a sample image 
of the card. 

Once the card has been 
verified: 

* Activate the card by 
calling the number provid- 
ed, setting a 4-digit PIN 

¢ Sign the card. 

* Keep the card in a safe 
place. 


* Do not share the in- 
formation on the card with 
anyone. 

¢ Use the card anywhere 
Visa cards are accepted 
and/or get cash back at a 
retailer or ATM. Note that 
most transactions are free, 
but certain uses could incur 
fees. For more questions, 
visit EIPcard.com/FAQ. 

BBB warns that scam- 
mers may try to text, call or 
email you, trying to get you 
to give up your card number 
or your personal informa- 
tion. Report any phishing 
or scam attempts to the IRS 
and file a report with BBB 
Scam Tracker to warn oth- 
ers not to fall for the scam.

AAA Survey: Gasoline Prices Up One Cent

$1.95 per gallon. Massa- 
chusetts’s price is two cents 
below the national average 
of $1.97.

Actinic keratosis (AK) is 
a small, rough spot occur- 
ring on-skin that develops 
because of chronic sun ex- 
posure. 

Actinic keratoses typi- 
cally appear on sun-dam- 
aged skin. It is also referred 
to as a solar keratosis or sun 
cancer. The lesions of actin- 
ic keratosis generally range 
in size between 2-6 mm in 
diameter (between the size 
of a pencil point and that of 
an eraser).

Their skin 
frequently becomes wrin- 
kled, mottled, and thinned 
from sun exposure. Others 
at risk for developing actinic 
keratoses include those who 
have their immune systems 
suppressed, such as organ- 
transplant patients, as well 
as patients with psoriasis 
treated with PUVA therapy 
(long-wave ultraviolet light 
plus an oral drug called Pso- 
ralen). Customary locations 
for actinic keratoses are the 
cheeks, bridge of the nose, 
rim of the ears, scalp, back 
of the neck, upper chest, 
and ‘the tops of the hands 
and forearms. Men are more 
likely to develop the lesions 
on top of the ears, whereas 
women’s hairstyles often 
protect this area. 

Actinic keratoses © are 
considered to be a precan- 
cerous or premalignant le- 
sion, which means they may 
progress into an invasive 
skin cancer. Although the 
chance of an individual ac- 
tinic keratosis developing 
into an invasive squamous 
cell carcinoma is less than 
1%, it is common for pa- 
tients with many of these le- 
sions to continue to expose

Treating actinic keratoses 
at an initial stage will help 
prevent -invasive skin can- 
cer. When patients are di- 
agnosed with this condition, 
they are often surprised, 
saying that they never go 
out in the sun. The justifi- 
cation for this is that there 
can be a long delay, even 
decades, for these keratoses 
to develop. Short periods of 
sun exposure do not gener- 
ally either produce actinic 
keratoses or transform them 
into skin cancers; they are 
usually the result of years of 
exposure. 

The most successful 
treatment for an actinic 
keratosis is prevention. For 
light-skinned _ individuals, 
this necessitates minimizing 
their exposure to the sun. By 
the time actinic keratoses 
develop, however, the perti- 
nent ultraviolet radiation ex- 
posure is often so far in the 
past that present preventive 
measures play a relatively

Even though effective, 
this method often creates 
unsightly and uncomfort- 
able skin for a period of 
weeks, thus making it im- 
practical for many patients. 
This method is best for pa- 
tients who have a great deal 
of sun damage and many 
lesions. Once the skin heals, 
it frequently looks much 
smoother and even-toned. 

* Imiquimod (Aidara): 
This immune stimulator is 
similar in its indications and 
effects to 5-FU. 

* Ingenol mebutate 
(Picato): Is derived from the 
Sap of a plant of the genus 
Euphorbia,-which is related 
to the poinsettia plants that 
are popular at Christmas 
time. It is advantageous in 
the treatment of small areas,

but causes significant irrita- 
tion. 

* Photodynamic ther- 
apy (PDT): This therapy 
involves applying an agent 
(aminolevulinic acid [Levu- 
lan] or ALA) that sensitizes 
the skin to light, leaving 
it on for about one hour, 
and then exposing the skin 
to light that activates the 
chemical. 

This blue light is ab- 
sorbed by the compound, 
releasing the energy as heat 
which is believed to destroy 
the actinic keratoses. Like 
5-FU and Imiquimod, pho- 
todynamic therapy works 
best for patients with many 
lesions. Patients need to 
avoid exposure to sun or 
intense fluorescent light for 
two days after treatment to 
prevent ongoing peeling. 

¢ Diclofenac (Solaraze): 
This cream is a nonsteroi- 
dal anti-inflammatory drug 
(NSAID), an agent related to 
ibuprofen (Advil, Motrin). 
Diclofenac is gentler than 
5-FU or Imiquimod, caus- 
ing less inflammation, but 
must be applied for a longer 
period of about two months 
to achieve only modest im- 
provement. 

¢ Superficial chemical

For patients who de- 
velop actinic keratoses it 
is usually recommended to 
have a doctor examine them 
at least annually.

While en route to the call, Communications radioed 
that one of the male patrons involved brandished a knife 
and tried to stab another male patron and then fled in 
a black Nissan Sentra southbound on Hancock Street. 
Upon arrival, the male victim stated he was behind the 
suspect in line inside of the store. He said the suspect had 
all sorts of items in his hands and in his pockets and was 
not putting the items on the counter to pay for them. 

The owner of the store who was on scene then con- 
fronted the suspect and asked if he was going to pay for 
the items. The suspect then threw the items on the coun- 
ter towards the clerk followed by an exchange of words. 
The victim then said the suspect turned around and chest 
bumped him for no reason. 

The victim pushed the suspect back which led to a 
verbal exchange. The victim then pushed the suspect out 
of the door of the store.-The victim paid for his items, 
walked out of the store and headed for his car, but was 


caught off guard by the suspect, who came from the cor- 


ner of the building brandishing a knife. 

He came at the victim with knife out and facing the 
victim and then lunged at his with the knife. The victim 
evaded the knife and punched the suspect in the face. The 
suspect made a second attempt to stab the victim and then 
fled to his vehicle and drove off. 

A witness stepped forward and verified the victim’s 
account. The victim was able to take a picture of the

who immediately recognized the suspect from a shop- 


lifting incident 30 minutes earlier at CVS. At that time,

pect, who stated he was having 
trouble with his wife who had a 
drug problem and he was upset 
about it. 

The officer asked the sus- 
pect-several times if he would 
like to go to the hospital and 
speak to someone in counsel- 
ing. He said he already sees 
someone from Quincy Mental 
Health and declined the officer. 

His wife then called him so 
Officer Levine spoke with her 
and advised of what transpired. She stated the kids were 
waiting for him to take them out to dinner. At this point, 
the suspect was on the verge of tears. CVS got all the 
merchandise back and the suspect was sent on his way. 

Based on the information about the stabbing attempt, 
Officers Millane and Levine then went to the suspect’s 
address to make an arrest. The officers encountered the 
Suspect at the top of the stairs and told him they needed to 
talk to him. The suspect suddenly changed his demeanor, 
grew angry and claimed the guy behind him at the store 
hit him so why should he be arrested. 

Officer Levine explained to him he was being charged 
with assault with a dangerous weapon (knife) and ordered 
him to place his hands behind his back. At that point, the 
suspect began to tense up (fists clenched, tightening of 
body) and refused to put his hands behind his back so the 
officers guided-himn onto the couch where he was still

resisting. 

As the suspect was handcuffed, he kept asking why he 
was being arrested in front of his kids even though there 
were no children present. Once the suspect was placed in 
a police cruiser, Officer Levine did a sweep of the apart- 
ment to see if any children were present and to check on 
their safety but no one was there.

City councillors gave 
preliminary approval to de- 
partmental budgets totaling 
$287.44 million as they be- 
gan to review Mayor Thom- 
as Koch’s proposed spend- 
ing plan for fiscal year 2021. 

Councillors also made 
two cuts, worth a combined 
$68,000, to the budget to 
correct an accounting error 
during a pair of budget ses- 
sions on May 28 and 29. 

Koch on May 18 pro- 
posed a $340.25. million 
general fund budget for the 
fiscal year that begins July 
1, an increase of $10.47 mil- 
lion over the current budget 
of $329.78 million. 

The mayor at that time 
called the proposed budget 
a protection plan meant to 
safeguard city personnel 
and key services from cuts 
amid the financial uncer- 
tainty caused by the coro- 
navirus pandemic, while 
also aiming to hold the line 
On property taxes next year. 
The new budget includes no 
new positions, except for 
some in the school depart- 
ment. 

The City Council’s fi- 
nance committee met for 
four hours on May 28 and 
for. nearly two-and-a-half

Councillors made a pair 
of cuts totaling $68 ,000 dur- 
ing last week’s committee 
hearings. Half was from the 
personnel services budget of 
the Park and Forestry Divi- 
sion and the other half was 
from the personnel services 
budget of the Public Build- 
ings Department. Both cuts 
were made to correct an ac- 
counting error. 

Among the budgets ap- 
proved by the commit- 
tee was the Quincy Public 
Schools budget: Koch had 
proposed allocating $111.19 
million from the general 
fund to the school system 
budget in the new fiscal 
year, up from $110.21 this 
fiscal year. The school sys- 
tem’s total budget proposal 
for FY21 is $117.39 million, 
including $5.2 million in 
Circuit Breaker money from 
the state and $1 million from 
the federal Coronavirus Aid, 
Relief, and Economic Secu- 
rity Act. 

The School Commit- 
tee, not the City Council, 
will ultimately determine 
how the QPS budget is 
dispersed.

members could sit next to 
each other. Graduates would 
also need to be spaced six 
feet apart. 

Plans must also be in 
place to ensure orderly en- 
trance and exit from the sta- 
dium. Communal gatherings 
would not be allowed before 
or after the ceremony. De- 
Cristofaro said that means 
graduates would not be able 
to pose for photographs af- 
ter the ceremony like they 
traditionally do. 

Everyone in attendance 
would be required to wear 
masks, except those- who 
cannot do so because of a 
medical condition. Those 
who speak at the ceremony 
would be allowed to remove 
their mask when addressing 
the audience. 

The guidelines recom- 
mend graduates walk across 
the stage individually and 
adjust their tassels in lieu 
of receiving their diplomas. 
Diplomas could still be 
handed out in a safe way, 
however, such as placing it 
on a table for a graduate to 
pick up. Hugging and hand 
shaking would not be al-

The Health Department’s 
budget will increase from 
$1.16 million to $1.24 mil- 
lion. An additional health 
inspector will be funded out 
of the department’s budget 
in FY21; Commissioner 
Ruth Jones said that inspec- 
tor is already on staff and 
their salary had been paid 
for with a federal grant. 
Jones also said she was 
comfortable with her de- 
partment’s budget in light of 
the pandemic. 

The Department of Pub- 
lic Works budget will de- 
crease from $5.38 million 
to $5.23 million. The Engi- 
neering Department budget 
will decrease from $914,000 
to $903,000 and the Drain 
Department budget will de- 
crease from $1.69 million to 
$1.66 million. The city will 
spend more on waste dis- 
posal in the new fiscal year, 
with that budget going from 
$7.88 million to $8.16 mil- 
lion.

The budget for the Natu- 
ral Resources Department is 
broken out into three divi- 
sions. The Cemetery Divi- 
sion’s budget will increase 
from $988,000 to $1.02 mil- 
lion and the Park and For- 
estry Division will increase

The school department will 
instead release senior tribute 
videos those nights to honor 
the graduating seniors.

woman was transported by 
ambulance to the hospital 
where she was admitted for 
evaluation.

doubtful the college would 
be able to pay those costs in 
the new fiscal year. 

Palmucci asked the city’s 
human resources director, 
Patricia McGowan, for a 
breakdown of the line items 
in the health insurance bud- 
get to determine how much 
money in each would be for 
Quincy College. 

“I want to see where we 
can take out the money that

During the hearing, Mc- 
Gowan also announced that 
Quincy would be moving 
from a fully-insured plan to 
a self-insured plan. The city 
will keep Blue Cross Blue 
Shield as its insurance pro- 
vider. 

“This is something we 
have toyed with for several 
years,” she said. “Self-in- 
surance makes sense for a 
city our size.” 

By moving to a self-in- 
sured plan, McGowan said 
the city would be able to 


save money if claims come 
in lower than projected; 
under a fully-insured plan, 
those savings would go the 
company. The 
city has purchased a re-in- 
surance policy in the event 
claims are higher than ex- 
pected. 

There are other ‘savings 
associated with the move to 
a self-insured plan, she add- 
ed. The city will save about 
$2.1 million in administra- 
tive fees, for example, plus 
$600,000 by not paying for 
an Affordable Care Act ad- 
justment and $300,000 by 
avoiding a premium tax. 

McGowan said the plan’s 
benefits would not change, 
though Blue Cross will is- 
sue new insurance cards to 
participating employees. 

The decision to have 
a fully-insured plan or a 
self-insured plan can be re- 
viewed on an annual basis, 
McGowan added.

Manage Mosquitoes For A Safer, More Enjoyable Summer 


By MELINDA MYERS 

Don’t let the buzz of 
mosquitoes keep you in- 
doors. Most mosquitoes are 
a nuisance, causing rashes 
and itching but some spe- 
cies can transmit diseases 
that can make you sick. Un- 
derstanding how they breed 
and spread disease can help 
you gain the upper hand in 
the battle against these pes- 
ky insects. 

Mosquitoes serve as a 
carrier (vector) in the spread 
of certain diseases. It starts 
when they feed on an animal 
infected with heartworms or 
an animal or person with 
West Nile, Saint Louis En- 
cephalitis, Zika or other 
mosquito-vectored disease. 
The young heartworm or 
virus is taken in with the 
mosquito’s blood meal. The 
heartworm larvae or virus is 


Century, 
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then transmitted to other or- 
ganisms when the mosquito 
feeds on them. 

Always take precautions 
when traveling to other re- 
gions. Find out about the 
health risks of the area and 
come prepared. Consult 
with your doctor and be sure 
to pack repellent and the ap- 
propriate clothing. 

At home, start by elimi- 
nating mosquito breeding 
grounds. These insects need 
standing water to reproduce. 
The larvae hatch and feed 
on tiny organisms in the wa- 
ter. Once they morph into 
adults, they leave the water 
and look for animals and 
people to dine upon. 

Get rid of any standing 
water to eliminate breeding 
grounds in your landscape. 
Clean clogged gutters where 
water can collect and mos- 
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quitoes can breed. Empty 
water that collects in any 
items left outside. Change 
the water in your birdbath 
at least once a week or any- 
time you water your con- 
tainer gardens. 

Toss an organic mos- 
quito control, like Mosquito 
Dunks and Mosquito Bits 
(SummitResponsibleSolu- 
tions.com), into your rain 
barrel, pond or other wa- 
ter feature. Mosquito Bits 
quickly knock down the 
mosquito larval population, 
while Mosquito Dunks pro- 
vide 30 days of mosquito 
control. The active ingredi- 
ent is Bacillus thuringiensis 
israelensis, a naturally oc- 
curring soil bacterium that 
kills the mosquito larvae 
but is safe for children, fish, 
pets, beneficial insects and 
wildlife. 

Invite the songbirds into 
your backyard with bird- 
houses, birdbaths and feed- 
ers. Most of them feed on 
insects, including mosqui- 


toes and garden pests, while 
adding color, motion and 
beauty to your landscape. 

Keep the garden weeded. 
Mosquitoes rest in shrubs, 
trees and weeds during the 
day. Removing weeds and 
managing neglected garden 
spaces will make your land- 
scape less inviting to these 
pests. 

Further protect yourself 
by wearing light colored 
clothing, long sleeves and 
long pants when enjoying 
the outdoors. Apply EPA- 
approved repellents as di- 
rected on the label. 

Use a fan when sitting 
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on the porch or even work- 
ing in the garden. The gentle 
breeze helps keep the weak- 
flying mosquitoes away. 

Then add a bit of ambi- 
ence to your next .party by 
lighting a few citronella 
candles. Citronella oil and 
the scented candles do have 
some mosquito-repelling 
properties. Scatter lots of 
candles throughout the par- 
ty and within a few feet of 
your guests for some short- 
term relief. 

And be sure to keep mos- 
quitoes out of your house. 
Repair windows and screens 
that may be providing easy 
access into your home. 

Taking a few precautions 


will help you manage these 


pests so you can enjoy the 


outdoor summer activities 
you love.

Seating will be limited to 
outdoor sections at first, but 
customers could be allowed 
to sit indoors later in the 
second phase. 

On Monday, Baker is- 
sued an exécutive order that, 
in part, is meant to stream- 
line the approval process for 
restaurants seeking to offer 
outdoor dining. Quincy res- 
taurants seeking to create or 
expand an outdoor dining 
area can apply online to do 
so at quincyma.gov. 

Customers will be’ re- 
quired to wear masks when 
they enter and exit restau- 
rants, and when they move 
around within it, but they 
can remove the masks while 
they are sitting. Tables must 
be spaced six feet apart and 
parties will be limited to six 
people. No seating will be 
allowed at bars during the 
second phase, but restau- 
rants will be allowed to re- 
arrange those spaces to ac- 


will 


commodate more tables. 

Lodgings — such as ho- 
tels, motels, bed and break- 
fasts, and short-term rentals 
like Airbnb will be al- 
lowed to expand operations 
in the second phase. Event 
including — ball- 
rooms, functions rooms and 


spaces 
meeting rooms — must re- 
main closed, however, and 
lodgings will not be able 
to host gatherings such as 
weddings or business con- 
ferences. 

On-site restaurants, 


pools, gyms, spas, golf 
courses, and other amenities 
co-located with the lodg- 
ing Operation may operate

only as categories 


are authorized to operate 
elsewhere in the state and 
subject to the COVID-19 
safety rules -that apply to 
free-standing

In addition, operators 
must inform guests at both 
and check-in 
about the state’s policy urg- 
ing travelers to self-quaran- 
tine for 14 days when arriv- 
ing in Massachusetts from 
out of state. 

Retailers — which were 
allowed to offer curbside 
pickup and delivery start- 
ing in phase one — will be 
allowed to let customers 
back inside during phase 
two. The state’s guidance 
will require stores to limit 
occupancy to eight persons, 
including staff, per 1,000 
square feet of accessible in- 
door space or 40 percent of 
the retailer’s maximum per- 
mitted occupancy, which- 
ever 1S. greater. 

Grocery stores and re- 
tail stores with pharmacy 
services must provide at 
least one hour of dedicated 
time for adults 60 years 
of age and older, while all 
stores are encouraged to of- 
fer exclusive hours or other 
accommodations for high- 
risk populations. For staff- 
ing, stores should adjust

Mayor Thomas Koch an- 
nounced Tuesday that City 
Hall will re-open for public 
business on Monday, June 
8, with residents encour- 
aged to continue conducting 
business online or via ap- 
pointment when possible to 
help maintain public health 
and safety amid the corona- 
virus pandemic. 

Occupancy in the build- 
ing will be strictly limited 
to maintain safe social dis- 
tancing guidelines, and all 
members of the public will 
be required to wear a face- 
covering when conducting 
business. A number of safe- 
ty improvements have been 
made to the interior of City 
Hall to help protect both the 
public and employees from 
potential exposure. 


“The public health data 
is heading in the right direc- 
tion in Quincy and the Com- 
monwealth, and _ provid- 
ing the public access to its 
government is an important 
symbol of gradually getting 
us back to normal,” Koch 
said. 

While the building will 
be open, the mayor encour- 
aged residents to the extent 
possible to continue to pay 
bills, apply for permits and 
conduct other business via 
the City’s website, www. 
quincyma.gov, or by phone. 
A number of departments, 
such as the City’s Clerk’s 
Office issuance of marriage 
licenses, will continue to do 
business primarily by ap- 
pointment.

Hail Brittania 

Queen Elizabeth II was born 
on April 21, 1926, but she cel- 
ebrates her birthday on sev- 
eral different days. The English 
monarch’s birthday had been 
celebrated on the actual date 
of his or her birth since 1788. 


But in 1936, after King George ™ i 


V died, the date was changed 
to the second Monday in June 
to commemorate his death and 
to get better weather for the 
“Trooping the Color,” a Brit- 
ish regimental parade. The date 
was changed again in 1959 to 
the second Saturday in June. 
To add to the confusion, some 
places, including Canada, Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand, chose a 
different day. In 2020, her 94th 
it will be celebrated in Britain 
on Saturday, June 13. 

A Roman goddess was the in- 
spiration for Britannia, the per- 
sonification of Britain, by 1797. 
She always wears a Corinthian 
helmet, carries a trident or spear 
and has a lion lying at her feet.

From about 
1890 to 1900, the Vuitton Lon- 
don store was located at 454 
Strand, near Trafalgar Square. 
That address plus the serial 
number on your trunk dates it 
to the late 1890s.

DEAR PAW’S COR- 
NER: Even though stay- 
at-home orders have 
been lifted in my state, 
we still have to social dis- 
tance when out in public. 
Where can I take my dog, 
“Blake,” that isn’t too 
crowded? The beaches are 
already filled with people. 
-- Staying Safe on the East 
Coast 

DEAR SAFE: After so 
many weeks stuck indoors, 
it’s natural that people are 
rushing to get outside into 
parks or next to the water. 
That not only is a safety 
concern when trying to keep 
the spread of the new coro- 
navirus under control, -but 
also for dogs who may be 
stressed by so many people 
or feel threatened by other 
dogs. 

If the beach is Blake’s 
favorite spot, the -best way 
to maintain social distance 
(and give him more ‘oom 
to romp around) is to go at 
times when few people are 
there. That means going as 
early in the morning as pos- 
sible, if you can, hitting the 


beach at sunrise, and head- 
ing home before too many 
people start arriving. 

The same strategy ap- 
plies to dog parks and out- 
door recreation spots. Even 
trails in my area that | 
thought of as remote, or not 
very popular, are crowded 
with day hikers struggling to 
pass each other on the nar- 
row paths.
